OUIET CONDITIONS. 

From OUR COMMERCIAL COKRESPONDENT. 

There is still a quiet feelng to note in 
most departments of the provision trade in 
this centre, and, although there is little 
evidence of ary increased buying, it would 
appear that retailers have covered their re- 
quirements over the holiday period, unless, 
of course, there is what may be termed a 
last-minute rush.

According to reports from Denmark, pro- 
duction in that country is eight to ten per 
cent, smaller than last year, and, while no 
great difficulty is experienced in disposing of 
the butter, prices are gn such a low level as 
to leave little or no profit to the producers. 
The large arrivals of New Zealand and Aus- 
tralian butters have caused buyers to act 
cautiously for Colonial, but more activity 
was displayed towards the close of the week. 
The heavier supplies to arrive during this 
week and the next are partly responsible for 
the present let @irgy. If times were. ordi- 
nary, one or two hundred thousand boxes of 
butter in excess of any previous record would 
not depress values, as is the case at present. 
It is necessary to look in another direction 
to find the solution. Economic disturbance 
is the only answer, and it is world-wide. . It 
would’ be very surprising if such a necessary 
product as butter evaded the general de- 
pression and lower values. But the sudden 
recovery cannot be ruled out of serious con- 
sideration when it is borne in mind that the 
present basis of butter prices has not been 
exverienced for very many years. Lard has 
been s-arce and dear, but forward prospects 
point to easier prices. All descriptions of 
eggs are scarce and firm. Supplies from Ire- 
iand are practically non-existent. 
LIVE STOCK. 

The Christmas Fat Stocke Show held in 
conjunction with the Manchester Cattle 
market on Monday last repeated the success 
of last year. Entries in the various classes 
were a little below last year’s figure, but a 
high standard of quality was achieved by the 
live stock entered. The Championship 
Trophy for the best butcher’s beast bred and 
fed in Ireland was won by Mr. J. D. Burde- 
kin (St. Anne’s-on-Sea), and the best dairy 
beast bred in Ireland by Mr. Stanley Cuttle 
(Stalybridge). At the Cattle market on the 
following day a falling-off was reported im 
the number of fat cattle, sheep and lambs 
penned, A rather quiet trade was ¢xperi- 
enced for fat cattle, but there was no giving 
way in prices. Lambs were on the short 
side, and occasionally commanded high 
figures. At the Manchester Pig market spot 
supplies were fair, and, with buyers coverin 
requirements over the festive season, a go 
demand was reported. Prices, however, 
were very irregular.” Trade at the Dead Meat 
market has been on the quiet side through- 
out the week, but home-killed beef and lamb 
was rather dearer towards the end of the 
week.

MOYDRUM MEANS ERA OF BETTER BROADCASTING. 


By Our Rapto CORRESPONDENT: 


ROADCASTING in the Irish Free State 
13 has taken a long time to grow up. it 
has been outstepped by virtuaily every 
other country in Europe. Hindrance after 
hindrance has been placed in its path, and 
after close on seven years’ existence it remains 
at almost precisely the same spot as when it 
started, All this, we hope, will be changed when 
the new station at Athlone gets properly into 
its stride, From a radio engineering point of 
view the new station represents the last word 
in modern design and practice. It is a 
station of which any country could be proud. 
Designed as it has been by Marconi’s Wire- 
less Telegraph Co., Ltd., it is the outcome 
of the latest developments and researches car- 
ried out at that company’s works at Chelms- 
ford, England. 

A visit to the station, the building for 
which was erected by Alex. Hull and 
Co., Ltd, Dublin, is illuminating. It is 
situated in the townland of Moydrum, several 
miles to the eastward of Athlone, the geogra- 
phical centre of Ireland. Designed eventually 
to employ + power of 80 kilowatts, it is 
anticipated that crystal reception will be pos- 
sible in every town and village of Ireland. 
From a technical point of view this anticipa- 
{ion is almost certain, and the experimental 
tests; which are at present being carried out 
are, as a result of listeners’ reports from all 
parts, supplying the engineers with much 
useful data. 


FULL POWER NOT YET USED. 
URING these tests, of course, the power 
1) used varies. At no time up to the 
present, however, has anything like 
the ful] power of 80 kilowatts been employed. 
It is thus not possible at this stage of the 
tests to say with any degree of certainty 
how strong the ultimate signals wil] prove. 
So far the quality of the transmissions leaves 
little to be desired, and, if we make excuses 
for fluctuations here and there, which are 
inevitable during test periods, we can form a 
very good idea of what the new 2 RN will 
be like when the station is certified A 1. I 
hear fears expressed on all sides that the new 
station will make the reception of stations 
outside this country impossible, Don't 
believe it for one moment. That reception 
of foreign stations may be made more difficult 


for people living in certain areas, and pos- | 


sessing old and unselective sets, 1s, of course, 
likely; but for the great bulk of the popula- 
tion it is expected that the new station will 
not interfere with reception even as much as 
the old 1) kilowatt station did with the efforts 
of Dublin listeners to listen to B.B.C. and 
Continental programmes. Be assured, there- 
fore, that the alarmist talk which goes on 
at Iuncheon’ tables in Dublin and 
throughout the country, is nothing more 


a ase atta ett agli 


than fear being put into words. The modern 
radio receiver is selective and can overcome 
many of the obstacles which were insuperable 
two or three years ago. 


WHAT THE STATION CONTAINS. 
i S I have stated, the new station is up- 


to-the-minute in every respect. Among 
the generating machines is a filament 
generator which supplies the filament current 
to all the valves. These valves are water- 
cooled in the 3rd, 4th and 5th stages. The 
lighting current for the valves is 1,500 amps. 

The grid-bias is also supplied by genera- 
tors housed in the main building. 

Up to 2,000 volts grid-bias is applied to 
some of the valves. e main high-tension 
supply for the valves is obtained by mercury 
are rectifiers. These were manufactured hy 
the Swiss firm of Messrs. Brown-Bouveri. 
Nothing of a similar kind has so far been 
used in any of the B.B.C. stations, although 
several of the more modern stations on the 
Continent have been using them for some 
time. The arcs supply a high-tension load of 
approximately 60 amps at 12,000 volts. 

A special lead-in and transformer station 
has been erected by the Electricity Supply 
Board. The new station will prove a good 
customer to the E.S.B., the total load off 
the mains being between 300 and 400 kilo- 
watts

A BOLD POLICY NEEDED. 


RISH broadcasting needs a policy. It needs 
| a policy which will inspire enthusiasm on 

the part of subscribers to the service. 
How can such a policy be framed? 

If 1 were asked the question I would say 
that by taking, not the line of least resist- 
ance, but by taking the line of imagination 
and initiative will the best results be 
achieved. There has been too little imagina- 
tion displayed by Governments in this country 
on the broadcasting service. The service has 
been nobody’s child! This must be altered. 
Certain rules at present obtaining must be 
relaxed, while others must be tightened up. 
The Director must be given scope to develop 
the service. Cheeseparing must. stop. If we 
can affurd to have a broadcasting service at 
all, we can afford to have a good service. We 
must not spoil our new ship for any ha porth 
of tar. After all, the Dail votes a certain 
sum of money every year for the broadvasting 
service. There is nothing particularly clever 
in the Minister for Finance announcing at 
the end of the year that several thousands of 
pounds voted for the service have not. been 
spent ! 

‘Those few thousands of pounds that were 
saved would have made all the difference 
between indifferent programmes and really 
good programmes. 

The new station must be wedded to good 

rogrammes ; programmes that we can always 
be proud to broadcast to the world. But it 
is not “the world’’ so mach as ourselves 
that we should consider. It will be a bad 
day for the Free State when we take anything 
we are given without complaint,

Frank Llody, is very pleased with her 
work, and at present Miss O’Connor is 
being paid a retaining salary, while the 
company are seeking for other plays to 
suit her. The one thing that worries Miss 
O'Connor is that the film may be as great 
a success as the play when it is released. 
Huge sums of money have been spent on 
the production. 


Irish Plaus in Hollywood. 


I hear that all the film companies in 
Hollywood are anxious to produce Irish 
plays, but they must be of a certain ty pe—. 
the pretty, pretty class, and there must 
be-a castle and a bonny colleen. and, of 
course, they must be humorous. The type 
of Irish play with which we are familiar 
on the Abbey stage would not have a 
chance in the. pictures, where bright 
comedies and sentiment are demanded. 
The Irish playwright who can write such 
sketches can make his fortune. 


Christmas Cards. 


The origin of the ever-popular Christmas 
card is, perhaps, not generally known, It 
is said that it originated in the annual 
custom of schoolboys writing compositions 
on decorated sheets of paper, just before 
the Christmas holidays, in order to show 
their parents the progress they had made 
both in composition and writing during 
the term. These efforts, very popular 
from 1800-1850, were known as ‘‘Christmas 
pieces.” The idea was adopted in 1845 by 
some private individuals for Christmas 
greetings to their friends. Soon afterwards 
printers developed the idea and brought 
out the first Christmas cards offered ‘for 
sale to the public. It is said that the first 
Christmas card was drawn by Lewis 
Carroll, author of “Alice in Wonderland.” 


Oak and Mistletoe. . 


One of the most common fallacies met 
with, especially during these pre- 
Christmas days, is that the plant called 
mistletoe prefers to sprout from the branch 
of an oak tree rather than from any other 
wood. 

An Irish visitor to Gloucestershire was 
surprised to healthy growth of 
mistletoe protruding from a poplar by the 
roadside; but she was more surprised by 
the statistics on he subject with which 
her English friend was armed, 

It seems, according to him, that the 
chief reason for the Druids’ veneraticn for 
the oak was that mistletoe so rarely grew 
from that tree. He had asked a number of 
timber merchants in different parts of 
England, and they agreed that never had 
they seem this Christmas plant on an 
mi though they often saw it on other 

rees.

only be distinguished. from stones by the 
white “fins” which they put forth. “The 
toe, or smaller cnd of the mussel, usually 
contained the pearl. During the warm 
months, when the river was shallow, the 
fishers waded in, “thrust sticks into the 
Openings of the shells, and brought them 
to the surface. The best pearls were found 
in shells which were wrinkled and twisted, 
and they varied in colour from black to 
pure white. Sir Robert Reading, writing 
to the Royal Society in 1688, states that 
“a vast number of fair merchantable 
pearls are offered for sale every summer 
assize, some gentlemen of the county 
making good advantage thereof.’’ He 
mentions one pearl taken from the Bann 
which was sold to the Lady Glenawly for 
£50, and goes on to. suggest that, if 
dredgers were used, pearls of larger size 
and better colour might be found. A 
contributor to the Dublin Penny Journal 
of June, 1833, states that he saw large 
and lustrous pearls taken from streams in 
Donegal. One of these gems, purchased 


from a poor boy for a few shillings by the. 
proprietor of a marble quarry near the 


Rosses, was of such size and beauty that 
a London firm offered forty guineas for it. 
It would be interesting to know whether 
these discoveries. were mere ‘‘ freaks,’’ or 
whether the pearl-bearing mussel is still 
to be found in Irish rivers. 


Al Four Hundred Mile Procession. 


A friend who tried to impress me the 
other day with the revolutionary import- 
ance of motor transport in Ireland, both 
socially and economically; gave me some 
figures and made some estimates which, I 
confess, rather surprised me. He tells me 
that during last August 56,000 motor 
vehicles were licensed in the Free State 
and 34,000 in Northern Ireland. If 
formed into a procession of cars, ‘buses 
and lorries, and motor cycles—ten yards 
being allowed for each vehicle—a four- 
hundred-mile cavalcade would reach from 
Derry to Belfast, from Belfast to Dublin, 
from Dublin to Conk, and from Cork to 
Limerick and most of the way from Lime- 


| rick to Galway. Stated in another form, 


the procession, if travelling at a rate of 
twenty miles an hour, would take twenty 
continuous hour; to fini its way across 
O’Connell Bridge—a possibility which even 
Inspector Hurley might regard with some 
trepidation. One wonders what the late 
John Boyd Dunlop, were he still with us, 
would think of such a product of his ex- 
periment with a hose-pipe on the wheels 
of the perambulator. 


Whistling Fels. 


In Sruell Gap, a remote district of 
Donegal, some years ago, a countryman 
was telling me of an eel that was carried 
by the current out of a mountain tarh 
into the stream leading to a waterfall. 

‘‘ When she came to the spink,’’ said my 
informant, “ she broke her neck, and then 
she began to whistle, and her whistling 
could be heard all down the valley.’’. 

I expressed doubt whether an eel could 
whistle, but the man persisted in assert- 
ing that they not only could, but fre- 
quentivy did. Later on I asked an ex- 
perienced naturalist what he thought 
about it. As he had often slept out by 
lake sides and elsewhere, I thought he 
might have some practica] experience. He 
maintained that eels do not actually 
whistle, but that frogs often abound at 
the edges of ponds inhabited by eels. He 
said that frogs when frightened or hurt 
utter a lone continuous squeal ‘like a 
whistle, and that at night time the eels are 
in the habit of catehing frogs, who, in 
their turn, “whistle.” My friend con- 
sidered that 1.is faet had eiven rise: to 
the curious tradition referred to: a tradi- 
tion which he, too, had come across in 
parts of Donegal.

FIRST CF ITS KIND IN IRISH 
FREE STATE. 


The ceremony of laying the founda- 
tion stone for a new Hebrew and National 
School at Bloomfield avente, Dublin, was 
performed yesterday by Mr Arthur New- 
man, President of the School Committee. The 
school, which. will. have accommodation for 
420 boys and ‘girls, is the first Jewish school 
to be built in the Free State. Its cost is. 
estimated at. £12,000, and of this sum £4,000 
has been provided by a Government grant, 
while the remainder will be raised by the 
Jewish community. ; 

dhe proceedings yesterday opened 
prayer, which was offered by Dr. Isaac 
Hertzog, Chief Rabbi, assisted by Rev. J. 
Gudansky, the senior minister in the Free 
State. Mr. Arthur Newman then laid the 
foundation stone. The new school, he said, 
would give the children a better opportunity 
for religious and secular education than they 
had formerly enjoyed, and it was a great con- 
solation to know that the need which existed 
for such a school was now to be supplied. 
He thanked the Minister for Education and 
his predecessor for the sympathy and held 
they had given to the scheme, and appealed 
to members of the Jewish community to 
contribute generously in order to raise the 
large sum of money which was still required. 

The corner stones of the building were 
then laid by Dr. G. &. Wigoder, Mr. D. J. 
Cohen, Mr. Joseph Zlotover, and Mr. Isaac 
Lomkin,

Aladdin, Cinderella, Jack the Giant-killer, 
and all the rest live in a fantastic world, 
where the most surprising occurrences are 
part of their ordinary lives, and the theatre 
will always be too flesh-and-blood to deal 
justly with them. | 


POWER OF THE CAMERA. 


It is only the cinema which can penetrate 
into fairyland, and it can do so with ease. 
While the theatre will be hard put to it in 
order to change Cinderella's rags into finery, 
or to transform the pumpkin into a coach- 
and-four, the screen can do so in the twink- 
ling of an eye. Nothing is impossible for 
the camera: it can show us Jack cutting off 
the giant’s head, the Roc flying off with 
Sinbad the Sailor, palaces of the most im- 
posing and romantic kind, or anything else 
which the story may uire. ‘‘ Anthropo- 
phagi and men whose heads do grow beneath 
their shoulders ” offer no difficulties at all 
to the camera. It was able to show us 
dinosaurs cantering down the streets in “ The 
Lost World,’’ and there is no reason why it 
should not be able to do the same with 
dragons, 

The cinema has always been able to escape 
from the limits of time, space or probability, 
and its ‘excursions into pure fantasy have 
been so successful that one is sometimes 
tempted to think that fantasy is the real line 
along which it will develop as an art, 
Whether this is so or not the fact remains 
that the cinema is able to do ee 
which no other form of art can perform, an 
this in itself is sufficient reason for exploit.ng 
the line more thoroughly. . 

One would like to see more fairy tales on 
the screen, and not them alone, but such fan- 
tasies as “ Alice in Wonderland” and “The 
Pilgrim’s Progress.” Then there are the tra- 
ditional legends which are to be found in every 
civilisation, and which have never been 
touched yet. They offer splendid material 
for a director with sufficient brains and im- 
agination. Nor is there any reason for think- 
ing that the adult public would despise them ; 
the suceess of Felix the Cat and Mickey Mouse 
is enough to prove that the world hikes to 
cast aside its sophistication now and then.

£925,000 AERODROME 
SCHEME. 


R. MAXWELL AYRTON, F.,B.1.B.A., 
M has just completed a report on the 
_ pro for un international airport 
at Furbough,.Co. Galway, and it was pre- 
sented on Saturday last to the Free State 
Minister for Industry and Commerce. The 
proposed airport is part of a scheme for de- 
veloping Galway as a _ trans-Atlantic port 
which is being put forward by the Irish Trans- 
Atlantic Corporation, Mr. Ayrton s report 
will also be presented to the Canadian Govern- 
ment and to the British Air Ministry, and, in 
view of the fact that the German and Dutch 
Governments have cxpressed their interest in 
the scheme, it is hoped that permission will 
be granted to forward copies of the report to 
them also. m— 
Mr. Ayrton states that he recently visited 
Galway with the object of finding out whether 
the proposed airport could be established on 
the foreshore. He describes the possibility ot 
reclaiming land in the neighbourhood of 
Rusheen by levelling and and Dayne. 

This scheme was discussed in a conference 
with fae ecto a. experts, — whom were 
representatives from Messrs. Kalisa and Com- 
pany, an Anglo-Dutch dredging firm, which is 
at present carrying out operations in the 
reclamation of the Zuyder Zee. The reelama- 
tion of the Rusheen site, it is stated, was 
found to present certain difficulties, though 
the idea was not impracticable. i 

Mr. Ayrton’s report states that he also in- 
vestigated a site at Furbough, and found that 
the cost of this scheme would be more accu- 
rately determinable than in the other case, 
and that it offered certain other advantages. 
He came to the conclusion that this site would 
give greater facilities as an airport, and that 
its development would be comparatively 
economical. His approximate estimate for 
developing Furbough in this manner 1s 
£925,000—£425,000 for the erection of sea 
barriers and £500,000 for sand-pumping and 
levelling. 

He had, he states, a conference with Colonel 
Shelmerdine, of the British Air Ministry, who 
said that there would be no obiection to such 
an aerodrome, but that it would not be pos- 
sible to express definite approval of the site 
until its suitability had been investigated by 
Sir Alan Cobham, 


POINTS TO BE CONSIDERED. 


Commenting on Mr. Ayrton’s report, Mr. 
C. H. Clendining, chairman of the Irish Trans- 
Atlantic Corporation, said on Saturday that, 
although the cost of development might ap- 
pear to be rather high, there were several 
points to be taken into consideration. One 
was that the erection of the ‘sea barriers for 
the air-port would reduce the amount which 
would have to be spent on the main break- 
water for the new harbour, and another was 
that the proposed sites at Rusheen and Lough 
Inch would have preved more expensive, as 
they both necessitated the construction of a 
light railway to the port. : 

The Furbough site, he said, was right 
alongside the proposed new harbour, and 
offered a great advantage in that passengers 
arriving from America would be able to step 
at once into an aeroplane which would convey 
them to the chief centres of Europe. The 
whole scheme as planned would establish in 
the Free State the largest combined sea and

IMPRESSIVE PERFORMANCE 
OF ' MESSIAH.”’ 


The Theatre Royal, Dublin, was crowded 
almost to capacity on Saturday for the Dub- 
lin Philharmonic Society’s performance of 
Handel’s “ Messiah,’’ and they were re- 
warded by a presentation of the great 
Oratorio which will live long in their 
memories.. The work always has a special ap- 
peal for Dublin music lovers, because of the 
proud record that it was in this city that 
Handel first presented the “' Messiah,”’ almost 
two hundred years ago. Many tn the great 
audience had heard the work time after time 
down the years, but it is questionable if 
they ever heard it given with such brilliance, 
such reverence, such wonderful atmosphere, 
as on Saturday. The first glimpse of that 
great body of instrumentalists and singers, 
filling every available inch of the stage, svg- 
gested immense possibilities, and the achieve- 
ment fulfilled the promise. The chorus, on 
whom so much depended, preserved a splen- 
did balance, and were excellent in attack, 
held the tone well, and showed plenty of re- 
surve for the crashing chords of the cul- 
minating passages of such choruses as “ Lift 
up your heads’’ and ‘ Hallelujah.” 

The reading of the work by Mr. Turner 
Huggard was extremely interesting, and, 
though the conservative mind may have felt 
a little disturbed at the conductor's de- 
parture from the accepted tempo and style 
of some of the choruses, there was much to 
be said for’ the variation of pace, especially 
as it lent for. more efiective phrasing. There 
was some exquisite, soft singing by the choir 
in the chorus, ‘‘ All we like sheep have gone 
astray. One was glad to hear the tenor 
part coming out so well in the ‘‘ Hallelujah,”’ 
and later in the big chorus, '' Worthy is the 
Lamb,’’ where the trumpet-like quality was 
excellently maintained. 

The soloists were: Miss Isobel Baillie 
(soprano), Miss Aimée Gibbings (contralto), 
Mr. Horace Stevens (bass), and Mr. Bruce 
Flegg (tenor), and they provided great dra- 
matic singing. 

Mr. Horace Stevens was particularly im- 
pressive, his fine stage presence adding to 
the dignity of his deciamation in the recita- 
tive passages. The singer knew his Handel 
thoroughly, and delivered the message of the 
music and words with striking effect. The 
diction was perfect, not a syliable lost, ‘and 
the tone quality a lovely warm legato that 
rolled lovingly over the beautiful passages of 
‘The people that walked ih darkness” and 
Why & the Nations?’ One of the finest 
pieces of singing of the afternoon was in the 
recitative, “ Behold, I tell you a mystery,” 
and the air, “‘ The trumpet shall sound.” The 
understanding between the singer and solo 
trumpet was delightful—the work of the 
instrumentalist being especially fine. 

Miss Isobel Baillie enhanced her reputation 
as an oratorio singer. Her singing of ‘‘l 
know that my Redeemer liveth’’ was as per- 
fect an interpretation as one might desire. 
The quality of tone was exquisite and the 
whole atmosphere stirringly impressive. 

Mr. Bruce Flegg, the tenor, showed a fine 
style in his singing. His voice was pleasant 
in quality and under splendid control either 
in the softer passages or the showy runs and 
robust passages. That he knew his work 
was evident from his reading and singing of 
the recitatives, “ All they that see Him” and 
‘Thy rebuke hath broken His heart,” and 
the air, “ Behold and see.” They were given 
with great expression. 

The contralto, Miss Aimee Gibbings, who 
had been under doctor’s orders for a bad 
throat, did not do herself or the music justice. 
Her handicap notwithstanding, she got some 
fine work into “ He shall feed His flock,” and 
later "Hé was despised and rejected ’’—there 
was fine resonance about the lower notes in 
the latter. 

The instrumental support was splendidly 
given to soloists and chorus, and the Pastoral 
music was delightfully played under the very 
able leadership of Miss Petite O’Hara, who 
at the close earnec a é ovation from an 


audience all of whom felt gratified at having 


attended a memorable poriormance.

SCHEME of improvements to Sligo 
A Harbour, including the dredging of 

a new channel through the outer bar 
to enable large ships from foreign parts to 
make use of the port, has been approved by 
‘he Harbour Board. The welfare of the 
harbour, a member, stated, depended to a 
creat extent on the big cargoes carried by 
these vessels, 

The scheme was contained in a report 
submitted by “Sir Alexander Gibb and 
Partners, the eminent engineers, whe recom- 
mended:—(1) Raising the Cluckhorn wall to 
half-tide level (estimated cost, £12,500) ;

HE serious financial position of Galway 
County Council, due principally to the 
slowness of the rate collection, was 

referred to at a meeting of the Finance Com- 
mittee to-day. 

‘The Seeretary (Mr. Flynn) said that the 
limit of their overdraft accommodation was 
£50,000 and they had already encroached on 
that to extent of £41,000. The Council owed 
an instalment to the Mental Hospital and 
another to the Board of Health, but they were 
unable to pay these at present. These were 
very sneestial public services, and the posi- 
tion was very serious. ; 

The rate of collection was very backward, 
the total amount collected to date being 
£61,000, as compared- with £89,000 at this 
time last year. he Council's legal adviser, 
Mr. O'Dea, had been instracted to write 
to the collectors and their sureties, but, 
apparently, there was no result. 

e Council were owed £25,000 in respect 
of the agricultural grant, and they had been 
promised that an instalment only of that 
sum would be issued in a few days. 

Mr. Leonard—What do you suggest should 
be done? 

The Secretary—Write to the collctors 
pointing out thé serious state of the finances, 
and also to the Local Govrnment Depart- 
ment to send us as much money as possible. 
If there are not satisfactory results we will 
have to proceed against the collectors’ 
sureties immediately. The collection this year 
is 30.7 per cent. as compared with 48 per 
cent, last year. The position is very serious, 

Mr. Leonard—The Léann was in & worse 
position before and survived. 

The Secretary—There is something wrong 

when the rate collection is not coming in. 
' Mr, Leonard—There is nothing wrong. 
There is plenty of money in the country.

CIVIC GUARDS TO THE 
, RESCUE. 


Vellum awards have been made by the 
Society to Guard Connelly, of An Garda 
Siochana, Killaloe, Co. Clare, Irish Free 
State; to Guard Henry Smith and to 
Sergeant Michael Staunton for saving, on 
the 13th August at Ballina, Michael 
Woodroofe, baker, of Ballina, Killaloe, 
Co. Clare, and his wife, Bridget. 

A cloudburst occurred at about five 
o'clock in the afternoon, and angry 
streams rushed down the mountain-side. 
Woodroofe’s house was reported as being 
submerged, and the inhabitants were in 
danger of being drowned. 

The three men of the Garda Siochana 
immediately commandeered a lorry and 
proceeded to the place, where they found 
that they had to wade through 4 feet of 
water to get to the entrance gate.

THOMAS CRANMER.:' 


THE REV. CANON OULTON’S 
SERMON, 


The second of two special sermons in con- 
nection with the Church of Ireland Home 
Mission Society, on “Famous Reformers,’’ 
was preached in Christ Church Cathedral, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon by the Rev. 
Canon Oulton, B.D., Archbishop King’s Pro- 
fessor of Divinity in Trinity College, Dublin, 
The subject of the sermon was Thomas 
Cranmer. 

Canon Oulton’s text was: “TI am as glad of 
thy word as one that findeth great spoils ”' 
(Psalm cxix. 162). In the course of his 
sermon he said that the reign of Henry VIII. 
was a period when there arose in England 
a strong feeling of national self-consciousness. 
In contrast to the weakness of many of the 
Continental states, England was developing 
in power and unity, and this unity ak its 
centre in loyalty to the King. . And when 
the King quarrelled with the Pose on a 
matter of his divorce from Catherine of 
Aragon the clergy and people of England | 
stood by their King, although they were not 
yet dissociated from Rome in doctrine. ‘The 
interference of the Pope was a foreign inter- 
ference. 1t was resented by the. strongly 
national spirit then prevailing. One aspect 
of Cranmer, whom Henry appointed Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in 1533, was that he 
embodied that spirit of patriotism. He 
summed up as a churchman what was held 
in a political sphere. He maintaired that 
the Church should, on the religious side, be 
the centre of national unity, and should sum 
up the spiritual aspirations of the people; 
regarded as one dd 
There was, in fact, a c':se connection 
between the strong national consciousness of 
England in Henry VIII.’s day and its 
acceptance before many years of the principles 
of the Reformation. For when men began 
to think independently in the political sphere 
they also Lagan to think independently on 
matters of religion. They resented a foreign 
spiritual rule, They were ready to accept 
spiritual truths which promised them freedom 
of soul. So it was that the principles of 
the Reformation, the return to the liberty 
with which Christ had made them free, found 
: congenial soul in the Englishman of that 
ay. 

The real quality of Cranmer’s character 
might, he thouglit, be seen in two ways—in 
the record of his las few years and in the 
Book of Common Prayer. Cranmer’s courage 
was seen at its best when Mary ascended 
the throne, when he openly denounced the 
toman doctrines with which he knew her to 
be in sympathy. 

One general feature of Cranmer’s outlook 
must be noted which had left its mark upon 
the Book of Common Prayer. Although he 
produced a book which expressed the outlook 
in spiritual things of the English people, he 
had a wide and catholic outlook in gathering 
his materials of prayer and praise. He was 
willing and ready to take matter from an 

source, old or new, reformed or AA EE 
provided that, it was in accordance with the 
uré doctrine oí the early Church. He even 
Iad recourse to a liturgy of the Eastern 
Church. It was, indeed, a happy thing that 
he played so large a part in the compilation 
of a reformed liturgy; for none of the other 
reformers had his learning or interest about 
such matters, none of them had his broad 
and comprehensive spirit.

£3,000: fr Christinas 
Relief. 


N moving that the Wicklow County 
Council should raise £10,000 to provide 
for the telief of the unemployed, 
verett, T.D., said that, while they 
had heard much of sympathy for the farmer 
bers, they had spent nothing out of their 
own revenue to relieve distress. In spite of 
Government relief grants already given, un- 
employment was increasing. He ia expected 
that the Government would have adopted a 
scheme to provide either employment or main- 
tenance, but as they had not done so it was 
the duty of the Council to bring happiness 
into the homes of the unemployed this 
Christmas. 

Mr. J; Kavanagh said that he considered it 

an outrage to introduce such a resolution at 
the present time. If Mr. Everett had used 
his influence and abilities in another place, 
he said, he would not have had to come 
there with such a proposition against the 
farmers. 
. Mr, J. J. Bourne said that all had under- 
stood that this problem was to be tackled 
by the present Administration. The proper 
course was for those suffering from unemploy- 
ment or their representatives to storm the 
Dail, and ask those who made the promises 
to keep them. It was a national problem, 
and would have to be dealt with in a national 
way. All suffered from it by reason of reduced 
demand for their duce. The ratepayers 
who had already advanced considerable sums 
were unable to bear this imposition. That 
meeting already had authorised the Board of 
Health to, raise nearly £47,000 for sewerage, 
waterworks, etc., which would give relief. 
He would agree to a small sum being taken 
from next year's estimates to give relief for 
the period of Christmas week. 

Mr. T. Mulcahy said that a useful work, 
which could be carried out by the Govern- 
ment, and which would afford immense 
relief, was the development of the Irish coal- 
fields. 

Mr. J. P. O'Donnell pointed to what 
occurred in other counties as a reason for pre- 
venting themselves from being swamped by 
loans and their credit ruined, Every Irish- 
man worthy of the name was endeavouring 
to keep on his employés, but they were find- 
ing it desperately hard. 

Mai fitchell said that at present only 
£27,000 in rates had been collected, leaving 
£46,000 to collect, and this sum of £10,000 
was equivalent to another 10d. in the £ on 
the rates. Deputy Everett should use his 
influence to get the Government to deal with 
unemployment as a national question. 

It was eventually decided to allocate for 
immediate relief the sum of £3,000, to be 
spent generally on road work throughout 
Christmastide, and to be charged against next 
year’s estimates.

WORK OF NIGHT 
SHELTER. 


34,000 ADMISSIONS 
IN TEN MONTHS, 


HE number of admissions to the St. 
a i Vincent de Paul Free Night Shelter, 
Back lane, Dublin, during the past ten 
months was 34,212, while the number of free 
meals given during the peried was 72,960, »% 
was stated in the interim report of the Com- 
mittee of Management of the Shelter, pre- 
sented at a meeting of the Committee in che 
Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday. ‘These 
figures ‘‘reflected the present acute depres- 
sion.” 

Assistance given to men consists of a free 
bed and two free meals daily for a minimum 
period of fourteen days, and, apart from 
this essential relief, the most destitute re- 
ceive clothes and boots, contributed by 
friends, and other assistance. 

Observation of the Eucharistic Congress, 
states the report, was fittingly observed by 
men in the Night Shelter, and many visitors 
to Dublin took the opportunity of visiting 
the institution and recording their appre- 
ciation of this important work of the St 
Vincent de Paul Society. 

The financial statement showed a satisfar 
tory position. Maintenance charges, up to 
October 3lst, 1932, amounted to £2,162 ls 
9d., while income, which included bequests, 
totalling £3,054, totalled £5,838 Os. 2d., leas: 
ing a balance to be carried forward of 

675, 18s. 5d. 

In moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts, Mr. J. Donovan expressed his plea- 
sure at the progress of the work of the Nigh: 
Shelter, ad paid a tribute to the devotion 
of the administrative workers, who gave so 
much of their time to the good work which 
the Society carried on. e reminded his 
hearers that 1935 was likely to be even more 
difficult, from a financial point of view, and 
he appealed for further support for the 
organisation. 

Ír. John F. Maguire formally seconded 
the resolution, which was carried unani- 
mously. 


FLOCKING TO THE CAPITAL. 

A motion, that the St. Vincent de Pan! 
Night Shelter was worthy of support, and 
that a subscription list should be opened, 
was proposed by the Very Rev. John 
Flanagan, P.P., who pointed out the modern 
tendency, influenced by the depression, for 
countrymen to flock to the capital in search 
of work. ‘There is not enough work in 
Dublin to go round,” he declared, “ and 
persons should ascertain whether or not they 
can get a job in the city before they leave 
their own homes.” 

Father Flanagan outlined the progress of 
the Night Shelter; endorsed Mr. Donovan’s 
remarks on the splendid work carried out 
by the Committee of Management, and 
assured his hearers that the men in the 
Shelter would be given a very happy 
Christmas, and that ample provision would 
be made for them, but funds were urgently 
needed to help on the work. 

Monsignor J. J. Dunne, V.G., then took 
the chair, and a vote of thanks was passed 
with acclamation to Mr. John McCann, who 
presided at the meeting. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, Archbishop of 
Dublin, donated £100 to the fund: executors 
of the late Thomas O'Connor, £50; Anony- 
mous, £25; Mr. G. G, Horan, £25; Mr. C. 
A. Duff, £25, and Mrs. A. F. Donnelly, £25.

A Railway Truce. 


After a day of anxious conference on 
Saturday, the immediate danger of a rail- 
way strike in Ireland has been averted. 
For several hours representatives of the 
companies and the men sought a solution 
in Belfast, under the auspices of Mr. J. 
M. Andrews, Minister for Labour in the 
Northern Government. The end came with 
dramatic speed. Just as the negotiations 
seemed to be on the point of collapse the 
situation took a turn for the better. The 
last train from Belfast to Dublin was held 
back to enable the negotiators to discuss 
matters with Mr. Andrews; and finally 
a formula was devised by means of which 
a railway truce has been arranged for 
some weeks. There has been no settle- 
ment of any kind. At Mr. Andrews’s 
‘express wish,’’ the Great Northern Com- 
pany has agreed to postpone the putting 
into operation of ‘the Railway Wages 
Board's award until January 23rd. In the 
meanwhile a new application will be made 
to the Wages Board. Mr. Lemass, the Free 
State Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, met the representatives of the rail- 
way unions in Dublin yesterday, when he 
was informed of the results of the Belfast 
parleys; afid he undertook to pay the 
promised subsidy to the Great Southern 
Company with the least possible delay. 
The position, therefore, is virtually un- 
changed. Everybody must rejoice that { 
there will be no strike at Christmas; but 
it would be extremely foolish to imagine 
that the railway problem has been solved, 
or even simplified. The Free State 
Government will pay its subsidy to the 
Great Southern Company; the Great 
Northern Company will hold its hand for, 
roughly, five weeks, during which time it 
will seek a new award from the Railway 
Wages Board. The vital issues around 
which the entire dispute has ranged, how- 
ever, remain precisely as they were. It 
seeins that the question of dismissals on 
the Great Southern system has been left 
to the discretion of the company ; but on 


this point, as on several others, the avail- 


able information is vague. The existing 
staff will be maintained so long as traffic 
warrants its employment. Obviously, the 
raising of this issue in an acute form can 
be only a matter of time, and although all 
the trades unions involved voted strongly 
against a strike yesterday, there still are 
hot-heads who are inclined to oppose any 
compromise. We hope that before January 
25rd a serious effort will be made to 
bring about a permanent settlement of 
the railway problem. The Free State’s 
subsidy will be continued until the end 
of April, by which time Mr. Lemass’s 
new transport legislation will have passed 
into law, By that time also the 
Northern Government may have intro- 
duced a transport bill to remove some of 
the anomalies of the existing situation ; 
but, unless the Northern and Southern 
Governments ean find some common 
ground for action, there can be little hope 
of a real solution. The railway crisis, 
more than anything else during recent 
, has proved the vital need for co- 
sósrailúir between the two Irish Govern- 
ments. Mr. Lemass and Mr. Andrews, 
each in his own way, have done much to 
áecure the Christmas. truce on the rail- 
ways. How much more could they have 
done if they had been tte a

M. Herriot fell because he proposed 
that France should follow the example of 
Great Britain, and should pay the 
December instalment of her War debt 
before the initiation of parleys on the 
general question. By a very large majority 
the Chamber decided to default; and its 
attitude will be supported by the new 
Government. There is no question that 
the sentiment of virtually the whole nation 
has inspired, and will reinforce, the policy 
of repudiation. It is a pity. England 
scored a moral victory when she consented 
—in the face of far greater difficulties than 


December instalment, and the effect is 
seen in a wave of sympathy with her 
attitude which has overswept America, If 
the nations of Europe had chosen to 
present a “ united front ' on the subject 
of War debts, their moral appeal to the 
American conscience would have been well- 
nigh invincible. France has broken the 
front. She has given the elements in the 
United States which are opposed te re- 
mission an opportunity to point a finger at 
Europe, and the European case will be 
weakened sadly by her default. Further- 
more, as we believe, she has done herself 
real and ‘abiding harm: By her adoption 
of the very policy which has made the Free 
State a byword among the nations for had 
faith, she has exposed herself to similar, if 
less drastic, penalties. 

Yet another point 
Americans are likely to insist deals with 
the new French Government's attitude 
towards armaments. M. Paul-Boncour 's 
not an extremist, but he is a strong sup- 
porter of that doctrine of “ security 
which forms the keyword of all France s 
fcreign polities. At present the Socialist 
Left is the obstacle to any hope of a secure 
Government in France. The Socialists 
refuse to join forces with any other party, 
because no other party will accept their 
programme of substantial reductions in 
the national. armaments. France, it is 
true, could not dare to confine her military 
equipment within the fantastic limits pre- 
scribed by the Socialists; but the fact 
remains that hitherto she has been of all 
the nations the most resolutely opposed to 
reduction of any sort. That point cannot 
fail to be noticed in Washington. Britain’s 
prestige, on the other hand, stands to-day 
at its zenith in America. Her willingness to 
honour her bond has inspired a wave of 
feeling which almost certainly will bring 
the forthcoming discussions to a satis- 
factory conclusion. The people of the 
United States seldom are contented with 
words ; they demand a sign, and Britain's 
action is the most effective sign that could 
have been offered to them. If all the 
debtor nations had consented to give the 
same guarantee, Europe's stock would have 
stood very high, and an amicable settle- 
ment of the whole problem of War debts 
would have been in sight. As things are, 
one-half of the debtor nations have 4 
place on the ‘‘ black list ’’ of the United 
States.

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The Welsh Census. 


The effect of industrial poverty on 
population is exemplified in a striking 
fashion by the recently published census 
figures for Wales. Although it had in 
creased steadily for one hundred and 
twenty years previously, the population vf 
Glamorgan fell’ by more than 26,000 
during the ten years before the census. 
This decline represents more than two per 
cent., and it compares most unfavourably 
with a population increase of 131,000 in 
the preceding intercensal period. There 
have been even greater falls in other 
parts of Wales. In Rhondda the popula- 
tion has fallen by 21,300; or 13 per cent. ; 
there has been a drop in Merthyr Tydvil— 
one of the three county boroughs—and in 
twelve out of seventeen urban districts and 
municipal boroughs decreases in popula- 
tion have been recorded. There has been a 
decrease of more than six thousand in the 
number of able-bodied men between the 
ages of 20 and 29, whereas between 1911 
and, 1921—years which included the war— 
the drop in the number of such persons 
was only 5,269. Naturally these falls in 
the total population of Wales have 
affected the number of persons who can 
speak the Welsh language. During the 
last thirty years the number of Welsh 
speakers has been falling fairly steadily, 
while the number of bilingual speakers 
has begun slightly to increase. Wales has 
been hit more severely than any other part 
of the British Isles, with the possible ex- 


ception of the Clydeside district, by the 


collapse of world trade. The fouth Welsh 
coal trade, which formerly was the main- 
stay of the country, has been ruined. 
Whole towns and villages have been 
thrown into destitution ; and we fear that 
the next census will show an even greater 
drop in the country’s population.

This year 
it is likely to be considerably less; and 
the doctors attribute this decline in the 
death-rate to the mildness of the weather, 
as well as to the wiser dieting of the 
people. In Ireland the weather has been 
exceptionally fine, despite the heavy gale 
of the last few days. Rambler roses stil] 
are in full bloom in the Dublin Moun- 
tains. In parts of County Wicklow huge 
clumps of hydrangeas can be seen growing 
in the open; and in Southern Iréland one 
almost might be in the South of France. 
The younger generation may sigh for a 
Dickensian Christmas; but those whose 
bones are sensitive to meteorological 
changes will welcome the mildness of the 
season, and wil] rejoice that spring can- 
not be far behind such a kindly winter.

N° authoritative confirmation was 
available at Government Buildings 
as to the report that it is intended shortly 
to discontinue the office of Free State High 
Commissioner in London. : 

The ofhce has been in existence since 
shortly after the Free State was estab. 
lished. The first occupant of the office 
was Mr. James McNeill, late Governor 
General. He was succeeded by Mr. J. W. 
Dulanty, formerly Free State Trade 
Commissioner. Under Mr. Dulanty the 
two offices were amalgamated. 

In view of the altered trade conditions, 
and following the imposition of specia! 
duties on Free State exports to Great 
Britain, it is evident that the depart 
ment’s activities are bound to become very 
circumscribed in the future. 


TRADE REPORTS. 


In reply to a question in the Dail re 
cently, Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, stated that trade inspectors and trade 
reporters in Great Britain furnished re- 
ports regularly to the High Commissioner. 
arid these were embodied in reports from 
the High Commissioner to the Departmen: 
of Agriculture. Portion of the time of 
these inspectors was devoted to arranging 
displays of Free State produce at suitable 
centres. One of these was shown at the 
Christmas Fair held on 29th and 30th 
November at the Albert Hall, London. 

According to the estimates for the 
current financial year the cost of the High 
Commissioner’s office is £8,971. Last year 
it was £8,922.

HOOVER’S MESSAGE 
TO CONGRESS. 


TO RECOMMEND DEBT 
COMMISSION.

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 


The United States has informed France 
and the other debtor nations that the Ad 
ministration is willing to continue debt 
discussion, but is opposed to any general 
conference and cannot promise revision. 
This was communicated in informal con- 
versations with members of the Diplomatic 
Corps. 

It is understood, however, that Presi- 
dent Hoover feels that as the result of the 
defaults on December 15th opposition in 
Congress to the creation of a Debt Com- 
mission may possibly be relaxed. 

There is much gratification here over 

the formation of the new French Govern- 
ment. This development probably con- 
tributed largely to the President's decision 
to despatch a message to-morrow to Con- 
gress, 
Assisted by Mr. Mills, Secretary to the 
Treasury, he spent virtually his entire 
Sunday in drafting the message, renewing 
his ‘recommendation for the appointment 
of a Commission to review the debts ques- 
tion. The message will link the problem 
of debts with world economic affairs, It 
is indicated authoritatively that only some 
development abroad would cause the Presi- 
dent to delay his message to Congress. 

To-day’s deliberations followed an extra- 
ordinary conference at the White House 
yesterday evening with Mr. Stimson, the 
Secretary of State, Governor Harrison, oí: 
the New York Federal Reserve Bank, and 
Senator Smoot.

The Anglo-Persian dispute. will enter 
upon another and, it may be Sed. 4 
final stage at Geneva this afternoon, when 
the British case will be laid. formally 
before the League Council, remarks The 
Times to-day editorially. Since the 
Persian case is not likely to be ready, it 
is probable that the detailed examination 
of the dispute will have to be adjourned 
until after Christmas; but His Majesty’s 
Government, none the less, have done well 
to follow up their decision of last Wednes- 
day by so prompt a reference of the matter 
to the Council of the League of Nations. 
It is the method of settling disputes to 
which the civilised world has pledged 
itself, and it is right that this country 
should give so conspicuous a lead. 


The necessary steps were taken by the 


Government under Article 15 of the 
Covenant of the League, which provides 
for the submission to the Council of any 
dispute between members of the League 
which is likely to lead to a rupture. No 
other course lay open to them, since the 
Persian Government had formally refused, 
in their latest Note, to admit that the 
present dispute was justiciable by 
the Permanent Court of International 
Justice at The Hague. This refusal 
might, indeed, have been anticipated. 
When Persia ratified her acceptance of the 
optional clause of the Statute of The 
ague Court, she made a number of 
reservations, and one of them was held by 
her Government to cover the present dis- 
pute. It excepted disputes regarding 
uestions which, under international law, 
all exclusively within the jurisdiction of 
Persia from the Court’s jurisdiction. 

In the light of recent precedents it 
would be easy enough, no doubt, to 
traverse the contention that a dispute 
between a sovereign State and a foreign 
commercial company operating in its terri- 
tories is not justiciable by The Hague 
Court,. but nothing could be gained by 
ca ac ; to persuade the Persians to 
change their minds, 

Government's recourse to the League 
Council has one obvious advantage. The 
Hague Court can pronounce judgment only 
on the purely legal issues involved in the 


dispute, The Conncil of the League may 


be expected to appoint a competent. neutral 
Commission to examine the equities, as 
well as the juridical aspects of the con- 
troversy.

A strong cordon of police, 
with the aid of ropes, held back the crowd 
while the machine was gently taxied to 
the platform which had been erected in 
front of the public enclosure. ; 

On the platform were some of the best- 
known figures in aviation. Mr. Mollison, 
hatless and in a thick winter overcoat,

The engine never missed a revolu- 
tion. The fuel and the Wakefield oil I 
used gave me every satisfaction.”’

This meant waiting for the next full moon. 
She planned to beat her own outward time, 
but the weather was against her. She 
completed the flight, however, in just over 
seven days, thus beating the “' record of 
the Duchess of Bedford and her pilot, who 
occupied days. 

ue The oun boat that I remember 
in the whole of my flying experience was 
on my outward trip from England to 
South Africa,” she said in an interview. 
‘Tt happened between Duala and 
Benuella, when I was sorely in need of 


sleep. I had been told that a tornado 


was about to break, and I knew I had to 
take off immediately, because I could see 
a storm approaching on the horizon. It 
was just before dark. I shall never forget 
the sight of those black, treacherous 
clouds. vs | 

“The storm was terrible, but somehow 
I kept ahead of it. Always with the 
threatening black clouds behind me, I was 
driven far out to sea. I kept in line with 
the surf, but at one time I was driven 100 
miles out to sea. I had to carry on trying 
to pick out the white line of surf with 
the wind blowing hard against me and the 
rain coming.down in torrents. Often in 
the blinding storm I nearly touched 4 
headland or the water beneath me. 

‘That was without a doubt the most 
terrifying moment, but somehow I got 
through. ' 

Mrs. Mollison went on to talk about her 
experiences over the African desert. 
‘Nobody realises, I am sure, what 't 
means to fly over desert patches without sa 
chance of finding civilisation for hundreds 
of miles at a stretch. Over one part of 
the Sahara I saw nothing but sandstorms. 
It was worse than a fog in London in 
November. For hundreds of miles I flew 
completely blinded, with absolutely no 
visibility and with only the instruments 
of my machine in front of me. If the 
instruments failed I was as likely to 

lunge into the arid wastes of sand as 
into the sky. I do not want any more 
desert flying.”’

TERRORISM BASED 
ON MOSCOW PLAN.

IRIGOYENISTS' SCHEME 
' TO SEIZE POWER.

TE Argentine Government has pro- 
claimed a state of siege (similar to 


martial law) for thirty days, in accord- 
ance with the bill pe by the Chamber 
and the Senate following the discovery of 
the Radical terrorist plot to overthrow the 
Government. 

It 1s thought that the measure will only 
be applied in the capital, as it is not con- 
sidered necessary in the provinces, The 
bill was passed by 80 votes to 38 in the 
Chamber, and by 20 to 5 in the Senate. 

Since the discovery of the plot last Fri- 
day plans have been revealed for the 
handing over of Buenos Aires—a city of 
2,000, inhabitants—to murder, pillage 
and terrorism for forty-eight hours. 

The plot, which has been nipped in the 
bud by wholesale arrests, included the 
capture’of the waterworks and banks, and 
the arming of civilians pledged to the 
Irigoyenist cause, with tacit permission to 
wreak private vengeance in order to teach 
the city a lesson for the overthrow of Pre- 
sident [rigoyen in September, 1930.

RELEASE OF CONVICTS, 


It is stated that the plans also included 
the opening of the gaols, and the enlist- 
ment of all Geimainele and anarchists for 
the massacre. 

Dr. Carlos Noel, ex-Mayor of Buenos 
Aires, who met the Prince of Wales on his 
first visit to the Argentine, is alleged to 
be the real leader of the civilians, and was 
arrested to-day. 

The military leader, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Cattaneo, was responsible for what are de- 
scribed as Lyéemncoy the most perfect 
plans ever devised for the conduct of a 
revolution before, during and after an up- 
heaval. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Cattaneo is said to 
have been inspired by a book called ‘‘ Red 
Revolution—Notes on the Bolshevik Insur- 
rection in China.” His plans, down to the 
minutest detail, are stated to be compar- 
able with the cleverest work of Moscow. 
Among the documents seized is the text 
of a telegram which was to be sent after 
the revolt to agents all over the Re- 
public.

Many acts of 
vengeance. Attempts to  tranquillise 
difficult because public well provided with 
arms and bombs.’ This document is 
signed by the “ Civil Chief of the Federal 
Captial,’” and appears to confirm the 
charge that a sack of Buenos Aires, com- 
parable with the worst excesses of history, 
was contemplated as the Irigoyenists’ 
revenge for two years in the political 
wilderness. 

Dr. Trigoyen, ex-President of Argen- 
tina, has been embarked for the island of 
Martin Garcia, where he was exiled after 
the 1930 revolution. Dr. Alvaar, another 
ex-President; Dr. Guemes, a former 
candidate for the Vice-Presidency; Dr. 
Pueyrredon, ex-Foreign Minister, and 
General Dellepiane, ex-Minister of War, 
have been taken on board a cruiser, which 
has orders to wait in the outer roads of 
the harbour. 

The planned revolution was apparently 
to have broken out on December 30th, and 
to begin with the capture of the Ministry 
of War and the police headquarters. The 
plot was discovered (as reported on Satur- 
day) by the accidental explosion of a bomb 
in the house of one of ex-President 
Irigoyen’s supporters, who lives in the 
suburb of Flores. A search of the house 
revealed a list containing the names of 
sixty persons involved.

Mr. James Dwyer, a former T.D. for 
Leix-Offaly, was killed on Saturday when 
his motor car, in which he was driving, 
accompanied by his daughter, Dorothy, 
aged fourteen, and his son, Joseph, aged 
twelve, came into collision with an I.0.C. 
(Dublin to Limerick) bus. The accident 
occurred at Ballaghmore, not far from Mr. 
Dwyer’s home at Moneymore, Borris-in- 
Ossory. Mr. Dwyer was returning home 
from Roscrea, where he had been transact- 
ing business. 

The ’bus men and passengers, who were 
uninjured, went to the assistance of Mr. 
Dwyer and his children. 

Father Houlihan, P.P., Ballaghmore, 
who was summoned, was quickly on the 
scene. He administered the last rites to 
the injured man. The body was taken to 
Moneymore. 

The children were taken to Roscrea 
Hospital, where they were treated by 
Doctors Kirby and Murray, the boy for 
head injuries and the girl for a fractured 
thigh and other injuries to the leg. Sub- 
sequently the girl was taken to the Mater 
Hospital, Dublin, and the boy was de- 
tained at Roscrea. 


THE INQUEST, 


Dr. T. J. Duane, Coroner for Leix, 
opened and adjourned the inquest on the 
body on Saturday night. Ir. Edward 
Dwyer, brother of deceased man, gave 
evidence of identification. 

Dr. T. J. Kirby, Borris-in-Ossory, said 
that he was at the scene of the accident 
at about 2.30 that day. Death had taken 
place when he. arrived. In his opinion 
death was instantaneous, and was due to 
shock and hemorrhage, following rupture 
of the lung and heart vessels. In his 
opinion, the injuries resulted from 
deceased man. being thrown forward 
against the steering-wheel. 

The Coroner expressed deep regret at 
the death of Mr. Dwyer, whose loss, he 
said, would be felt in commercial and 
public life, @md he tendered profound 
sympathy to the widow, children and rela- 
tives. The foreman of the jury, Inspector 
Jackson (Civic Guard) and a representa- 
tive of the I.0.C. joined in the expression 
of regret and sympathy.:

PROFESSOR GLAISTER 
AND WIFE DEAD. 


-“ 


NOTED MEDICAL EXPERT 
VICTIM OF INFLUENZA. 


Professor John Glaister, the famous 
pathologist and medical crime expert, of 
Glasgow University, and his wife died with- 
in a few hours of each other at Glasgow yes- 
berday. 

Professor and Mrs. Glaister, who had been 
married for 54 vears, were the victims of an 
influenza epidemic. Mrs. Glajster died a few 
hours after her husband. 

Professor Glaister was one of the greatest 
medico-legal authorities of his day in Scot- 
land. and because of his association with 
many notable cases was known as the “Sir 
Bernard Spilsbury of Scotland.”’ 

Professor John Glaister, junior, who suc- 
weeded his father in the Chair of Forensic 
Medicine at Glasgow University fifteen years 
ago, is on the high seas on his way home 
from Egypt, where he has, by arrangement 
with Glasgow University, been filling a 
similar position in Cairo University for the 
past three months.

That assumption is com- 
pletely false. Our task was to consider the 
incidence of contributions to a AS! costs. 
We were in no way concerned to boister up 
the railway services by rates of licente duty 
which took any other consideration into 
account, and we did not do so.”’ 


ROAD COSTS. 


Referring to increased rates for vehicles 
which escape petrol duty, it is stated :—. 

‘‘It was no part of our duty to consider 
whether, on grounds of national policy, @ 
concealed subsidy should be given to vehicles 
using a British fuel, such as coal. Our duty 
was to state the contributions a given class 
af vehicle needed to pay, if it was to pay its 
fair share of road costs; and this could only 
be done in the case of vehicles escaping 
petrol duty by making a suitable addition 
to the licence duty.” 

After referring to “ the unsatisfactory con- 
ditions which militate against a proper 
organisation of the industry, conditions which 
cannot be removed without the aid of some 
systems of licensing control,” the letter 
states :'— 


ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


“The system we propose is an elastic one, 
capable of adjustment to actual needs, At 
its minimum it is a basis involving httle 
actual restriction, though making restriction 
possible should it prove necessary, And, in 
order that that policy should develop upon 
lines which are really in the ‘interests of the 
public and the industry we have proposed 
effective security--namely, the 
appointment of a central advisory committee. 
In case there should be any misconception, 
we desire to say explicitly that we contem- 
plate that this committee should include an 
adequate number of persons with direct ex- 
perience of the commercial goods transport 
industry.” 

Sir Arthur Salter was the chairman of the 
conference.

FIXING THE BLAME. 


THE O’MAHONY ON THE 
FARMERS’ PLIGHT. 


PEAKING at a meeting which was held 
at -Kilmacanogue yesterday, The 
~ O'Mahony, T.D., said that President de 
Valera had stated in the Dail last August 
that he visualised the possible damage that 
could be done by this fight, but they could 
not have omelettes without breaking eggs. 
There was no mention by President de Valera 
or his followers at the last election that if 
they got a mandate to retain the land 
annuities they might possibly find themselves 
in the position in which they now were. 
Neither did Mr. de Valera tell the farmers 
that if they backed him up they would have 
to tighten their belts and make great sacri- 
fices, or that the big market they had would 
be so whittled down as to be almost wiped 
uway. Was that the kind of man who was 
going to lead the country to prosperity? Mr. 
de Valera had tied himself to such a position 
that he was unable to negotiate, and their 
delegates at Ottawa. were so bound hand-and- 
foot that they could do nothing. At Ottawa, 
where they could have gained more than 
any other member of the Commonwealth, 
they had got absolutely nothing. Instead, 
the country had an increase of ten per cent. 
on everything they sent to England. 

“How does the farmer find himself to- 
day ?”’ asked The O’Mahonv. 

A Voice in the Crowd—‘' Very well off.” 

“Come here until I shake hands with 
you,” replied The O'Mahony; “ for you are 
the first farmer I have met in eight months 
who says he is well off.” 

The invitation was not accepted, and The 
O'Mahony went on to say that the fall in 
prices was caused by the fact that the solemn 
agreement made between this country and 


Great Britain had been deliberately broken. 


So far as he could see, the Government was 
absolutely blind to what was going on in the 
country. The farmer had met his obligations 
in a wonderful way, and it was no fault of 
his that he found he had no means to pay 
his land annuity. The honourable thing to 
do was to go to the people at the other side 
and say: ' We have kept our bond, but now 
we cannot find the money to keep that 
bond.” He was certain that if the matter 
had been handled in a statesmanlike manner 
the British Government would have met the 
Free State Government, and they, would have 
had a very different state of affairs from the 
present, a

approaching. He did not see how the present 
Government, would have the courage to face 
the Budget in April. They wera spending 
uniien fail sums of money and doing all they 
could to be kept in power. Fifty million 
pounds had been driven out of this country 
during the past few months, which would 
have helped to relieve unemployment, and it 
appeared to be the intention of the Govern- 
ment to drive out wealth and money, and if 
no general election took place before the 
next Bndget there would, probably, be a split 
in the Government tanks, as they would not 
be able to carry on the government. 

Fatmers ‘could “hold the power in this 
country if they. were determined and stood 
together, as they did during the Land League 
and Plan of Campaign, and could put the 
countfy ‘on its feet; and the farmers must 
fight to retain that right. Ireland had a 
rivile market in bastead. Delegates 
rom ‘Cahada, Australia and New Zealand 
returned from Ottawa with great concessions, 
the Irish.delegates had nothing. The people s 
policy was to win back the markets, and 
there would be no repudiation of just debts. 
It would take a very big effort to bring the 
country back, and if things went on as they 
are the country would be ten times worse 
next year, 

If the people did their duty when the time 
came next year they would be in a better and 
brighter mood than they were at this time.

THE FOOTPAD’S 
DEMAND. 


MR, NORTON AND THE 
PAYMENTS .TO BRITAIN. 


Speaking in Clane, County Kildare, yester- 
day, Mr, W. Norton declared that the 
i“ Black and Tan ” methods of the British 
Government had impeded the progress that 
might have been made if the country had 
not been compelled to. meet the challenge cf 
economic. repression. The alleged agreement 
of 1925-‘was never an agreement ip any 
national ór Parliamentary sense, and Eng- 
land’s « ad demands were served on a 
young and inexperienced Ministry, who were 
as putty in the -hands oí ‘crafty British 
financiers. 

Britain had: been engaged during the past 
few weeks in an eol lile wriggle to get out 
of a former agreement: about which the 
British people had been informed, and which 
had been ratified. “Tue 1923 agreement, how- 
ever, had been kept secret, and had never 
been ratified by Parliament on either side. 
The Labour Party would welcome a peaceful 
and honourable settlement, of the dispute, but 
would not consent to any footpad demand 
by Britain being agreed to. When negotia- 
tions were begun on the basis that this 
nation was not morally or legally bound by 
the alleged agreement involving money which 
they were unable to pay, he believed an 
honourable settlement could be got without 
great delay.. They were trot going to squeal 
and croak for peace at any price. 


NEW INSURANCE IDEA. 

Dealing with unemployment, Mr. Norton 
said that the Labour Party was considering 
calling on the Government as an emergency 
measure to amend the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act, so as to create an unemployment 
benefit fund, on ‘which there would be a 
charge for the provision of benefit to every 
person unable to get work and who was not 
entitled to ordinary insurance: benefit. So 
long as the Labour Party was concerned, the 
present Government would remain in office 
go long as it followed. the policy of looking 
after the interests of the plain people.

PROTECTION ASSOCIATION 
FORMED. 


About seventy tote clubs, including some 
in Cardiff, Luton and Southend, were 
represented .at a meeting ydéeterday at the 
Ilford ‘Tote So-ial Club, called to discuss the 
situation arising out of the High Court 
decision. 

After two. hours’ discussion the meetin 
decided to form a defencs fund, and £1, 
was, collected.

EMPLOYMENT AND WAGES 
i. STATISTICS. 


The total number of railway employés 
whose dépéts or headquarters are within 
the Free State was 15,420 on the 12th 
‘March last, as against 16,767 on the 
corresponding date of last year, states the 
Irish Trade Journal, 744 of these being 
women and girls employed in clerical 
grades and on ancillary services of the 
_Tailway, companies. 

On the date of the report seventy-four 
ofivers of the companies were in receipt 
of salaries of £500 per ;nnum and over. 
This figure is one below the number for 
last year. There have been reductions in 
the staffs of all departments, the traffic 
department now employing 2,518 persons, 
as compared with 2,752. Goods dépóta 
and station stafis generally have been 
reduced, and the total number on what 
is termed ‘‘conciliation staffs,”’ which 
includes traffic department, goods dépóts. 
permanent way staff, locomotive, carriage 
and wagon departments, is nearly 4 
thousand Jess hands than a year ago. The 
total on March 12th last was 8,598, as 
against 9,569 in 1931. 

Wages generally have decreased, except 
in the ancillary business, such as road 
motor services and hotels, which in some 
cases show a slight increase. The average 
weekly wage in the locemotive department 
is 78s. 3d. for adults, 1s. 10d. less than 
a year ago, while juniors have lost 2s. 3d., 
and now earn Sls. 3d. per week.

CONVENTION. 


SIX NEW COUNCILS MAY 
BE FORMED. 


———€ 


At the annual Convention of the Leinster Council 
of the N.A and C.A., held at the Dolphin Motel, 
Dublin, yesterday, Mr. P. C. Moore, President, 
occupied the chair, and delegates attended from 
Dublin, Meath, Kildare, Kilkenny and Louth. 

The Chairman said that, in his opinion, the past 
year had been w very satisfactory one from a 
purely athletic standpoint, and that fact was borne 
out hy the success of their first inter-county cham- 
pionships. They were very backward in Leinster 
in regard to schools and colleges, except in Dublin, 
where the teachers threw themselves enthusiast, 
cally into the work. 

Mr. C. M. Kerins, secretary, in the course of a 
long amit exhaustive report on the work of the 
Council during the past twelve months, said that 
at present every member of the Council, except the 
treasurer and himself, were members of at last six 
sub-committees, not counting their own club, with 
the result that there were great difficulties in 
reference to the holding of Council meetings. Very 
little in the way of organisation was accomplished 
during the year. There was a slight decrease in 
the number of clubs affiliated. That, however, was 
more than compensated for by the increased enthu- 
sinsm displayed by new clubs and in the galaxy of 
talent discovered during the year. The following 
was the number of clubs affiliated:—Dublin, 24; 
Wexford. 15; Meath, 8; Kilkenny, 5; Kildare, 3; 
Wicklow, 2, and Leix, Carlow and Offaly one each, 
In his opinion, the key to increasing the number of 
cinbs was to be found in the inter-clnb and inter- 
county contests. The report was adopted. 

Mr. IL. Stanley, treasurer, reported that the 
general account showed a substantial profit, which 
wag, however, absorbed by the heavy loss of £55 
10/8 in the Leinster inter-county contest at Port- 
arlington on the 11th September last, The report 
was adopted. 

GENERAL O'DUFFY’'S ADDRESS. 

General O'Duffy said that he was glad of an 
upportunity of saying a few words in reference to 
the scheme of re-organisation which he was put- 
ting befure Congress in his own name, He pointed 
out thaf the scheme involved the establishment of 
councils for the primary schools with which the 
teachers and Board of Education were to be assv- 
ciated, and for the secondary schools and colleges, 
universities. athletes, cyclists and cross-country 
runners, The changes he suggested were far-

reaching. but he thought they were necessary, and 
would lead to satisfactory results, At present he 
was of opinion that the Provincial Councils were 
not serving their purpose. It might be regarded a 
retrograde step to abolish these councils, but it was 
his belief they were formed too quickly. He thought 
that as athletics advanced and as they had more 
competitions it would be impossible for one central 
council to carry out the work they bad in hands. 
In the case of teachers leaving the training col- 
leges, they should be imbued with a love of athle 
tics, and he athictes themselves and an exampie 
to their pupils from the physical point of view. 
At present the fees and afiiliationg were crippling 
the organisation, and other means should de- 
vised for raising money, The six new councils he 
suggester| would probably send three delegates ,to 
form a weneral body, which would meet only every 
quarter, but it would have a standing committee 
which would deal with the work in the intervals 
between tha meetings of the general body. 

. The chairman heartily thanked General O'Duffy 
for his address, and said that the delegates would 
carefully consider his proposed scheme, 

The outgoing officers were unanimously re-elected 
and a standing committee appointed, 

A discussion took place on the organisation of 
clubs and the formation of county boards and on 
the organisation of primary and secondary echools. 
Inspector McCarron said that it would be desirable 
tu have an organisation committee appointed for 
Longford and Westmeath. Superintendent Woods 
said that co-operation between the G.A.A, and N.A. 
and C.A. was essential.in Westmeath.

(From OUR Financrat CORRESPONDENT.) 


It is natural to ask if the heavy loss of 
gold by the Bank of England in paying 
America makes a big difference to the 
monetary situation. The operation reduces 
the basis’of credit, but it is by no means 
certain that the outside banks will have to 
curtail their loans to the bill brokers or the 
Stock Exchange to a corresponding extent. 
Owing to the measure of inflation represented 
mainly by this year’s ‘increase of fully 
£200,000,000 in the amount of Treasury Bills 
in issue, the banks actually could lend very 
much more than at present without weaken- 
ing their positions, either in the matter of 
their cash ratios or the proportion of their 
advances to deposits. The subject is some- 
what technical, but may be better under- 
stood by showing that, between February 
and Novemer last, the deposits of the nine 
London clearing banks increased’ by 
£238,000,000, the investments by £145,000,000 
and the bills discounted by £184,000,000, but 
the advances were reduced by £118,000,000. 
In other words, because of the lessened de- 
mand for their loans the banks were com- 
pelled to increase their investments. 


THE DEBT SERVICE. 

On the above figures money should not 
become appreciably dearer through a curtail- 
ment of bank loans, but it is to be expected 
that the future will see a further rise in 
market discount rates, and this will probably 
be reflected in values of gilt-edged ‘securities. 
The process begins by the Government pay- 
ing more for the replacement of Treasury 
Bills; the higher charge in that direction 
will influence prices of short-dated securities, 
such as the 2 per Cent. and other Treasury 
Bonds, and ultimately the movement extends 
to long-dated and irredeemable stocks, but 
the change would not be substantial unless 
the situation called for a higher bank rate, 
of which there is no prospect at present. 
Money is not likely to become so much dearer 
as to check any revival in trade, and there 
would still be a big saving in the financing 
of the floating debt compared with the rates 

aid in the early part of the year. The next 
3udget will not be affected by the loss of 
gold, and there will be no increase in the 
income tax, although when the 5 per Cent. 
War Loan conversion plan was launched it 
was hoped that the consequent saving in the 
annual debt charge would permit of a lighten- 


ing of the burden of taxation. 


BETTER TRADE REPORTS. 

The position admittedly is not satisfactory, 
but a real improvement in trade would make 
a big difference to the outlook; indeed, a rise 
in money rates solely caused by greater com- 
activity would be welcomed, and 
rates would have to rise much more than is 
likely to be the case now before the charges 
could be regarded as at all onerous. In this 
respect reports received from various parts 
of the country are certainly encouraging. The 
Lancashire cotton trade is enjoying greatly 
improved conditions; there are. prospects of 
bigger coal exports, and in various directions 
it is understood that stocks of commodities 
are being gradually reduced, thus setting 
free frozen bank credits. 5 


“ BRUM ” PREFERENCES. 

dt. is eloquent of the parlous conditions of 
the English railway industry, that the premier 
company—the London, Midland, and Scottish 
—is obliged to defer recommendation of a 
dividend on the 5 per cent. Redeemable Pre- 
ference (which should be paid on January 2) 
until the year’s accounts are available.

be forthcoming, and, as the stock ranks 
part passu with the 4 per cent, (1st) Pre- 
ference, the latter will receive only a partial 
distribution. This means that London, 
Midland and Scottish prior charges cease to 
be trustee securities to new investors. Those 
who acquired the stocks when they were in 
that category are not compelled to sell them; 
but funds invested in these and similar securi- 
ties have suffered a serious depreciation in 
market value. Many holders probably 
wonder whether it would be good business to 
clear out now, in case prices further fall. 
Such a course would almost certainly be 
unwise, for in time the position of the rail- 
ways will improve, and the London, Midland 
and Scottish will be able to meet the divi- 
dends on the above stocks in full. 


A PRICE ANOMALY. 

In the case of 4 per cent. 1923 Preference a 
long wait must be expected, as indicated by 
the current market price for this stock of 
less than 18. If this figure correctly appraises 
the merits of the stock—that is to say, it is 
some criterion of the time that must elapse 
before a dividend is earned, the Ordinary 
Stock at nearly 14 would seem to be over- 
valued. To pay the 1923 Preference divi- 
dend requires £1,605,360, but to pay 4 per 
cent. on the Ordinary Would need £3,808,096 ; 
and, of course, the Preference would have to 
be paid in full before the Ordinary received 
anything. ‘ 


A SUGGESTED EXCHANGE. 

To buy Home Railway Junior Stocks now 
would be a speculative operation, but the 
position as regards this particular company 
suggests the advisability of exchanging the 
Ordinary for the 1923 Preference. The pre- 
sent quotation of the Ordinary is only justi- 
fied by the chance that at some distant date 
the stock will receive considerably more than 
4 per cent. When, however, the position 
pointed to that likelihood the present pur- 
chaser of the 1923 Preference would receive 
adequate compensation in the shape of a very 
substantial appreciation in the market value 
of his security. 3 


MINING SHARES. 

The Mining Market is admittedly one of the 
most speculative in the Stock Exchange, yet, 
with the exception of shares of base metal 
companies, it has been more profitable to 
speculative investors ‘han most others during 
the present year. Holders of South African 
descriptions have received satisfactory divi- 
dends, and these dividends, have been worth 
more than their face value hecause of the de- 
preciation of sterling—in other words, the 
premium commanded by South African cur- 


‘rency (in which the dividends are payable) 


over sterling Holders who bought earlier 
in the year have also enjoyed a snbstantial 
appreciation in capital—in some cases, of 
very considerable extent. There has been 
an important rise also in shares of West 
African, Australian and Indian Gold Mining 
shares. 


NEED FOR A SINKING FUND. 

The best things in the Kaffir circus are 
not too high even now, for on the basis of 
recent dividends they still give a good re- 
turn, and a purchase of the shares is a less 
speculative operation than is generally 
imagined, perhaps, especially if the purchaser 
has the strength of will to set aside part of 
his dividends as a sinking fuad against, the 
ultimate end of the mine. “The West African

AMERICA’S PLIGHT. | 
An interesting sidelight on the grave 
financial problems facing the United States 1s 
to be found im the announcement that the 
Public Utility Holding Corporation 1s unable 
to meet in full its liability under the guar- 
antee of $12,000,000 6 per cent. Notes issued 
by a subsidiary, the South American Rail- 
ways Company. The Notes are due for re- 
payment on April 15, 1955, and holders are 
now offered 20 per cent. in cash and 80 per 
cent. in Public Utility two-year 7 per cent. 
Notes (says The Observer), The Public 
Utility Holding Corporation was one of many 
similar concerns formed during the period of 
the boom wher America was luading abroad 
the huge balances coming to her from war 
debt payments and an export surplus. — its 
investments were chiefly in the Argentine and 
Germany, and with the slump and world de- 
ression heavy depreciation has been suffered. 
Ci epatusslidi 1ave. been written down from 
$97,035,063 to $36,403,446, and no dividends 
have been paid since September, 1951. Such 
cases as this demonstrate the loss which has 
fallen on investors in the United States owing 
to the world depression, due in a large 
measure tothe intolerable burden of war 


debts. 


STERLING'S FUTURE. 

Governed as the exchange is by so many 
cross-currents, it is impossible to take a 
definite view of the immediate future of the 
£. Admittedly, the payment to America and 
the absence of an increase of the fiduciary 
issue are '“bull ” points for sterling, but we 
find that an excessive rise in its value is not 
wanted. - This much was inferred from the 
check upon the upward movement by the 
“special” selling of sterling in Paris after 
the fall of M. Herriot. At*the moment little 
is to be gained from a rapid rise in sterling 
rates, and we (Sunday Times) do not antici- 
pate a sharp recovery unless there should be 
a flight from the franc. All this may seem 
bearish, but we consider that optimism re 
garding the immediate course of the exchange 
should be tempered by the knowledge of 
some of the factors to be encountered. - We

He called the attention of parents to the 
special saving scheme for schools under which 
children purchase penny stamps and sixpenny 
savings stamps to be affixed to cards for ex- 
change later for a Savings Certificate, with 
the advantage of securing a predated certifi- 
cate. He was told that there were over 
2,200 School Savings Associations at work in 
the country.

GROWING DANGER IN 
SOUTH-WEST FRANCE.

“ Although exact figures will, by the very 
nature of the case, be impossible to obtain, 
it is estimated that at least £7,000,000. of 
British gold coin has been coaxed out of 
private hands in Great Britain and Ireland, 
and the indications are that the process still 
continues, though at a greatly diminished 
rate. 


JEWELLERY AND SCRAP. 

“ An approximately equal amount of, stan- 
dard gold was obtained during the peak 
period from jewellery and serap, and this 
process, too, continues, with the difference 
that the amount coming forward to the re- 
finers in this form, though only .about. one- 
tenth of what was available in February and 
March, 1932,.is double the amount now being 
received in the form of coin. 

“ Tt is clear, therefore, that the total inflow 
of domestic gold is fast abating, while the 
number of sovereigns still to be extracted 
from their hiding places is almost negligible.”’ 

The same phenomenon was observable in 
Australasia and in India—indeed, the con- 
tribution made from Indian hoards had been 
of notable assistance to the pound sterling in 
its struggle with the franc and the dollar. 


THE VANISHING SOVEREIGN. 

Referring to the huge exports of gold from 
India—they - had = reached 61,000,000. by 
August 30 last—mostly in the form of, bullion 
bars, Sir Robert comments that the women 
of India “ apparently still cling to their brace- 
lets and bangles. and there is nó sign of any 
considerable melting down of native jewel- 
lery.”’ 

He adds:—‘‘ As for many years British 
India has been known to be a veritable sink 
for gold, with accomulations variously esti- 
mated at from £500.000,000 to £600,000,000 
between 1873 and 1931 alone, the importance 
of this new outward movement and of the 
consequent decrease in her — unprofitable 
metallic hoards, is at once significant and en- 
couraging.”’ 

Sir Robert points ont that while the 
sovereign had virtually disappeared from our 
daily life during the war, it had now vanished 
even from our trinket boxes. 

“ And we are all in many ways the poorer 
for its departure,’’ he declares. ‘*‘ Apart from 
the satisfying jingle in his pockets which made 
John Bull feel twice the man when he did 
it. the loss to our coin series of Pistrucci’s 
‘St. George and the Dragon ’ design is greatly 
to be deplored: on artistic grounds, the issues 
of the Crown piece on which the saint ap- 
pears being as rarely met with in circulation 
as the sovereign. St. George, it is true, still 
appears on sovereigns minted in Australia 
and South Africa. But even in the Dominions 

coinage tends at the moment to de- 


In the seven years since 1925 the Pretoria 
Mint had struck over 76 per cent. of the total 
output of sovereigns, and ‘‘one might sur- 
mise from this that St. George, after weather- 
ing so many. storms, had hoped to find a 
peaceful home in South Africa.’’ 

But “even there a new dragon now arises 
in his path, and, if the suggestions which 
have been made recently for the adoption ‘by 
the Union of a new gold coin eventuating, he 
may vecelve summary dismissal from the 
works of the Pretoria Mint, though he will 
still find refuge yet for many years in. the 
IR most of the Reserve Banks of the 
world. 


LESS WORK IN THE MINT. 


The number of pieces struck in the Royal 
Mint during :1931—some 156,000,000 in all— 
showed a falling off compared with the totals 
of recent years. In comparison with the pre- 
vious year the decline was mainly under the 
head.of foreign coinages, which in 1930 were, 
however, the heaviest on record. Neverthe- 
less, in 1931 forty-one million foreign coins 
were struck, 

Sir Robert gives a big list of the Mint’s 
foreign clients, and after pointing out that 
Guatemala is the only South American 
Government fromm whom they had so far re- 
ceived orders, states:—‘‘ It appeared to me 
that other Governments in Central and South 
America might be glad to contract with the 
Royal Mint for their coinage. . ... . 
I have, therefore, recently visited several of 
the States in question, and, although so far 
no. definite order has materialis I was 
everywhere most cordially received, and great 
interest was evinced in my suggestions.” — 

Since his return he had received several 
further inquiries, some of which would, he 
hoped, eventuate in more work for the 
Deyartment. 


THE FOREIGN WORK. 


“It is pleasant to be able to record,’’ adds 
Sir Robert, “ that, in so*far as the foreign 
work of this Department is concerned, there 
has, for whatever reason, been as yet- no 
visible sign of the crippling want of orders 
which has recently afflicted industry generally 
the world over.” i 

Of the 41,300,000 pieces struck for foreign 
Governments in 1931, 21,750,000 were coined 
in ‘continuation of the orders from Rumania 
and 2,250,000 were for Latvia, which included 
a smal! coinage of two-santimi pieces, a de- 
nomination not before struck at the Royal 
Mint. The remaining pieces, 17,300,000 in 
all, were for the Government of Iraq. 

It was noteworthy that, with the excep- 
tion of ‘the pieces struck in India and the 
Dominions, the entire coinage requirements 
of the Empire in 1931 were executed by the 
Royal Mint. The number of such coins struck 
here was 24,464,000. .

TOM MANN BOUND 
OVER. 


“MERELY A PREVENTIVE 
MEASURE,” 


Tom Mann (76), Treasurer of the National 
Unemployed Workers’ Movement, and 
Emrhys Llewellyn (30), Secretary, were 
charged at Bow street, London, on Saturday, 
with disturbing the peace and inciting per- 
sons to participate in mass demonstrations, 
sdivalotad to involve contravention of the 
Seditious Meetings Act of 1817.

The solicitor for the prosecution, asking 
that defendants be bound over, said there 
appeared in the Daily Worker of December 
5th a national call to action, issued by the 
National Unemployed Workers’ Movement, 
for mass action to secure winter and 
Christmas relief, the abolition of the means 
test, and the right of a hunger” marchers’ 
deputation to present the means test petition 
to Parliament. On December 7th the Daily 
Worker referred to a campaign of demonstra- 
tion to be held on December 19th) support- 
ing the presentation of a national million 
signature petition. The Prime Minister re- 
ceived a letter on December 9th from the 
movement, asking him to receive a deputation 
with the petition at 8 p.m. on December 
19th. 

The solicitor submitted that the letter. 
which was signed by Llewellyn, connected the 
movement with publications in the Daily 
Worker, and the people responsible. for the 
movement were Mann and Llewellyn. 

The prosecution submitted that articles and 
letters to the Prime Minister showed clearly 
that a mass meeting was to take place to en- 
force the receiving of a deputation, 

Tom Mann, in a statement, declared that 
none of the evidence showed he had done any- 
thing illegal. Llewellyn said he was con- 
vinced that the prosecution was part of a 
complete Government device to take away 
the leadership of the movement,

FIFTY GUINEAS “A 
REASONABLE FEE,” 


Norman James MacDonald, an osteopathic 
hysician, of Wimpole street, London, was at 
fanchester Assizes on Saturday awarded fifty 
guineas and costs on a claim for 200 guineas 
for professional services at a consultation, 
for which he travelled from London to St.
